THE “SOBRALENSE” EXPLOSION. 


Mr. Kubota, purser of the Sobyalense, gives 
of the disaster tho following acconnt to the 
Japan Chronicle — 

‘ Pho steamer loft Nowchwang on the 1th 
May for Japan.. Shortly ofter 10 o’clook on the 
morning of tho 12th, whon ubout eight milea off 
Port Arthur, a viclont explosion was heard at 
the stern, aud instantly the steamer wos found 
to bea making wator. In five minutes she began 
to sink at the stern, and a few-moments later} 
stood with herbow in tho air,ultimately planging | 
beneath the waves witho great roar. As soon as 
the explosion occurred, passengers and erow 
struggled to lower the boats which wero six io 
number, but only one boat could be lowered in 
the oxcitement, and intv this about forty people 
jumped. The rost’. took Jifebelts and 10 
juniped overboard, Fortanately the disaster was 
observed from tho outlook towor at Golden 
Hill, which communicated with the barboor 
office of Port Arthur. In o short time four 
steam-launchés with a number of lighters were 
gent out, but they took about an bour and 
a half to reach. the scene of the disaster, ax 
they had to proceed with great caution in 
order to avoid floating mines themselves. 
During all this {ime most of tho survivors 
remained in the water. When picked up, they 
wera sent to the office of the Port Admiralty, 
where they were given modical assistance. 
Shortly before the stesmer sank, the terrified 
possongers sssombled on deck continually 
screamed: for help. The Captain remained on 
board to tho lost moment, directing. the crew, 
who discharged their. dutios sotisfnotorily, At 
‘Port Arthur ‘the survivors were given clothos 
and other neces:arios and romained there two 
days. On the 14th they proceeded tv Tairen, 
where they took a steamer for Moji,

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THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT 
_AND BANK DEPOSITORS,

It usad to be said that there are vory few 


peoplo in Japan who give a faithful statement 
of thoir income to the tax offea. Inview of 


the comment mude in the Japan Chronicle on” 


the action of the Government in requiring 
banks ‘to furoish particulars of depositors’ 
accounts for Income-tax asacssmont purposes, 
it is interesting to kuow that ‘Cokyo bankora 
are report d to hava duclinel to comply with 
the Government's order. The committee of the 
Osaka Bankers’ Union held a  mooting 
recontly- to consider - this matter, but no 
decision was arrived at. 

The Qeaka Minick observes that the Tokyo 
bankers regard their duty to their depositors as 
compelling them to secrecy iu’ all business 
relations with their customers. Osaka bikers, 
says the Muinichi, do not apparently take sa 
strong an atiilude. Some of them think that 
the information required may be given sith tho 
consent of tho deépositor if the authorities 
should ask regarding the depo-it of thut por- 
son; while others muntain that the authorities 


-| have the power to assess the income of a tax- 


payer themselves and may do so against any 
who make falxe declarations. At any rate there 
is no neovssity for the Government to interfere 
with the private affairsef the hanks. ‘The com- 
mittee decided lo defer the question so that the 
Members could think the mutter over before a 
decision is taken. : 

The comment referred to was as follows; -~ - 

1 is reported that the Finance Department 
hus ofdered all tho bankers throughout the 
country to report on the amount of deposits 
held at each bank and the mame of the 
individual to whom cich deposit. belongs. The 
object of the ftoquisition is to compare the 
deposits held by individuuls with the amount of 
income returned by them, in order to check false 
or inadequata retaros. There ix doubtless o 
good deal te be said fer any proceeding which 
will enable tho Income tax to be apportioned 
More equitably than is now tho cuss, It is a 
notorious fact that in one way and another the 
tax ‘is ovaded. wholesale,, with the result 
that it only yields between seven and cigbt 
million yen o yenv-an amount out. of all 
proportion to the . genoral income of the 


country, for it must bo remembered that in 


Japan incomes as low a three-hundred yen 
per yeararotaxcd, But it seems to us oxceed- 
ingly doubtful if the proceeding with 
which the Finance Department is credited 
islegul. A year or two. ago the various tax 
uresux throughout the country addressed 
circulars to. omployers in their rospootive 
districts asking that u return should bo mode of 
the'salories paid to unch emptoyt. There’ was 
nothing in'the Income-tax Law to justify such 
& proceeding, which placed the omployer iu tho 
position of a det-ctive, and those who refused to 
supply such informuticn on tho ground thet 
they had no right to be asked for ovidence 


Justified. 

the matter in sach cases, for it is clear that the 
demand for this information save throagh the 
propor, legal channels was not justilied by the 
jaw. Similarly- in tho present case wo doubt 
very much whethor, assuming that thy report 
is correct, the Finance Department bus any 
right to give such orders to the bankers. The 
managers and directors of banks stund in the 
relation of trustees of the money pliced io their 
hands by their customers. Thay have no right 
to’give any outside porson any information 
regarding the amount of that money, or to 
say whether it is small or large, and . the 
Finance Department has no moro standing 
then any private ‘individual in asking such 
information. Bankers may, of course, be called 
upon by'a law court to make a statement con- 
cerning funds in their possession, but sich an 
inquiry oan only be made by legal process, Nor 
docs it seem of public advantage thut informa- 
tion of a confidential character should. be com- 
municated to officers who are notoriously ill 
paid, and who might bs tempted {o minke 
improper use of. such information. It seems to 
us, therefors, that in the laudablo endvayour to 
increase the yield of the Incomo-tax thofFinance 
Departmont is exceeding the law. It would ho 
well if some means could. be discovered for the 


more equitable levying of this impost, but while 
the Isw remains as it stands such an order 


issued to bankers throughoat the conntey 
partakes of the nature of an illicit inquisition. 


CHINESE. OFFICIALS REPORTED 
INJURED BY GERMAN SOLDIERS. 


The Shanghai Limes is responsible for the 
following telegram : Peking, 21st May. —

The objects “‘r which the 
‘corporation is established wry. wo carry on 
business with Japsu as general merchants, 
traders, manufacturers, deulers, shipowners, shiy 
brokers, &¢. ; to acquire concessivus for the con- 
struction of railways, tramways &o.; and to curry 
on the business of a financial corporation, 
to negotiate Jeans, &c. The first fysture 
apparent is that'no one connected with the 
company seems to have had any previous con. 
nection with. such a business, which most of 
our readers will admit is more or tess of a 
special nature. ‘The prospectus notes the rapid 
dovelopmynt of the foreign trade of Jupan, aud 
quotes statistics of its quantity, though we fail 
\o seo the direct bearing for tue company, We 


are told that.ageacies will‘be opened in Hong. - 


kong and Jepan, and agents appointed in 
India, Australia, &c, and it is obvious that 
much will dopoud on whom tho agents select d 
happen to Le. There are four direotors named 
on ‘the prospectus, but though in sem tasee 
thoy are connected with other companies, thei 
names are not known ia connection with trad 
or finance in the Far East. Z

THE WHITE ANT, 


Tho onjrineersfin charge of « telegraph-line ot 
Wongkoug wore surprised recently by the dis- 
covery that about seven miles of their cable, 
though it was well protected and Isid under- 
grouod in a concrete trou rh, hnd heen raverely 
damaged. Portions of the damaged cable were. 
says the Spectator sent. to the Naturat History 
Museum with a hope that some. opinion: might 
be given. Tho requast was complied with ag 
kindly as such requeats: always are by the 


repliod that there could be very little dowbt 
that the demige wos causad by white ants. 
Specimens of their poowliar forms-of uppctite 
and industry avo kept in the Museum, which 
show not only that they will eat lead, but will- 
also hore through hard sandstona rock. 

Tee WOOD-BORING SHELL-FISH. 

._. While in the tropics the white ant pulvorises 
éverything in which the-sap of life is not 
running on earth, the rock-boring and weod- 
boring shell-fish ore among the greatest natural 
agents of destruction in the shallow water of the 
seo. It was not watil the builders. of iron ships 
launched the present navies of pence or war npon 
the dewp that the hulls of vessels moored for auy 
time in harbour were safe from their attacks. 
The shells of these mollnsca are elegant and 
beautiful. ‘They are often not at-all obviously 
adnyted for boring. Frequently they are very 
thin, looking almost like hardened paper yet they 
bors through teak or oak, hardened clay, chalk, 
roek, and concrete breukwaters, aud soon reduce 
the huge Memel logs that support piers 
and jetties.:to mere. curious shells, which 
brenk up and crumble without warniog. 
On. the beach to the west of Worthing 
masses of chalk rock may be found riddlud 
with the holes made by the © pholis” shélle. 
In mony the shell itself, thin . but hard,

sither whole or ‘broken, thwugh the creature 
which dwelt in it has beon dead fer years. 
CATERPILLAR OF 1HE GOAT MOTH. 

In wet and temperate countries ra‘n aud rot 
cleir away the debris of forests, while worms 
pulveriso the moist soil. Consequently there-is 
no need for annihilating insects such ax the 
white ant. ‘Che most powerfal and misch'evous 
boring insect in the inlund districts of this 
country is tho esterpillar of the goat moth 
Phermoth itselt is one of the. Jargest-~Tho-full- 
grown caterpillar, of adork flushed red, and 
corered with shiny pl-tes of horn. ix sometimes 
four and a-half inches long. It has wn 
ubominable: smell, ond is uaplessant to 
every sonse, For three _ years after its 
energence from the minute egg, like uo 
seed pearl, the cator; pillar lives in, ond by |r 
the wood of the tree ‘hich it haunts; working 
in the very vitals of the wood, and never 
approaching the bark or perforating the final 
hole of exit till it is ready to change its state 
ond to turn inte a chrysslis,, During the last 
your of its life tlie holes mado sre large onough 
Yo push an ordivary pencil into, though tuey 


‘are flattened aod not round, Thero may be 


from five to forty or more inside the samo tree, 
and this trea perfectly sound one before the 
erontares sot to work mining it. Soon it bogins 
to ‘show signs of being vick. .The leaves turn 
yellow ani drop off, and sup exudes from the 
escape-holes:made by the caterpillars which 
matured, earliest. Poplar and willow are the 
favourite food-trees of this caterpillar. though 
they will atlack oak. °- : 
|. A REMARKABLE ‘CONTRAST. 

Contrasting the time tnken by inanimute 
agents, such 05 chemical action, moisture, frost, 
and rain, to destroy organic or inorganic matter, 
the superior efficiency of destructive life is very 
remarkable, Only give the pair of jaws or the 
teredo-molluso‘a diamond drill life, and it works 
at's pace which.is simply incredible to accomplish 
its part in the world’s economy:. ‘Che white apts 
will consume tho whole interior of a great tiw- 
per tree in a few mouths’ work in on African 
forest, and-leave nothing but its cast, made of 
the mad with which they cover it by night to 
oxclude the light should they perforate its sides. 
In an English wood a fallon oak would lie for 
fifty years or a century before it was disinte- 
grated. “There are kinds of wood, such as the 
beech, which will hardly rot in water at all if 
left to themselves. But the toredo will destroy 
fibre and substance in forty days. Given the 
fact that in the gonoral course of Nature rapid 
dizsolotion is desirable after vitality has ceased, 
{hese animal destructors svem wonderfally 
adapted for their part.

-Doos inoculation with immune blood make 
cattle proof against rinderpest? The health: 
authoritiog in the Philippines have been proceen | 
jug upon the theory thut' it does—at lvast they |. 
have until recoutly, say the Cablenerex, Some / 
Germans have been couducting pretty thorough 
exporiments with the disease in South Africa, 
und their conclusious are directly at variance 
with the theory of blood inoculation which has 
‘bean practiced by the Amoricans in the Phitip- 
pines. The Germans came to the conelusion 
that the remedy was worye than the disease in 
that the cattle were then subject to Toxas fever. 
They found that if they.desieted entirely from 
blood inoculation the disease eventually spent 
ita fores and dissppearod, whereas the inccula- 
tion perpetuated the tronble. 

The history of rinderpest shows. that it 
sweeps over large areas and then completely 
disappears if not porpetuated ‘from outside 
sources, On ona occasion it almost totally 
destroyed the cattle of Germany, but bas nover 
visited the country again, Frauce had a similar 
experience. Ruasia hes twice been visited’ by 
the scourge, while the Asiatic countries have 
seldom been rid. of it becanso of the continual: 
interchange of cattle. 

There is a lirge party of cattle dealors in the 
Philippines who are most emphatic in their 
condemnation of the inoculaticn scheme, some 
of them claiming that as high as 90 per cont, of 
animals thus treated have died. When they have 
not died they claim that they were previously 
jmmone through having contracted tho disease 
while calyes. These men claim that the diseaso 
is being perpetuated indefinitely by blood 
inoculation. . :
